Tue Systems of Comauniention in use by the Shanghai Meaicipal Police 
are, in addition to the usael telephone network, Wireless Patrol Vans, a 
Street Telephone System and a Burglar Alarm System. vo further netheds ef

The Couaunication Control Nepartsent is at Headjuarters and is 
housed in speeially buil® quarters on the tcp of the Administration Building, 
being knows 20 the ‘Oomumication Contrel Room.* In it are installed the 
Main Telephone Svitehboard, the Wireless Transnitter snd the Street Telepaone 
Ceatral Switenmboard.

3. Burglar Alarms. 

A Burgier Alern System is asintained and operated by the Telephone 
Company. It connects the principal banks, jewelery stores, nills, ets., te 
the nesrest Station by seans of a disc comtact at the subscriber's ond to a 
pumeh-tape receiving acparatus atthe Staticn. As scom ac the disc bas been 
dislocated, the contact starts a sending arparetue which gives the necessary 
impulees to the receiver to punch the tape for the saniberdeubigaed to that 
subscriber. This apparatus dees not come under the control\ef the Commmica- 
tien Control Nepartsent aus direct oommunication is a esepeedier method of 
handling calls of this nature.

Tris branch cf comaunication is to be installed during the year 
aad will be of the Creed page type. There will be a combined receiving ead 
sending .ehine et each Station and three like sachines at Headquarters. 
This systea will be “shantomed4 over tne Street Telephone Truak Lines. 
Teleprinter operation is well known to nearly svery Pelice Force in the 
world end therefore requires no detailed description of construction or 
operation. 


5. Kidnapping Prevention. i 

Kidmapping is probably more prevalent in China and Shanghai in 
particular, than eay place in the world. This fact ms ied to the fermtion 
of a company to assist in preventing such crimes, This company has Deen 
faverably considered by the Shangmi Mimicipal Polise and is to install ite 
apperatue in the Poliee Stations mest advantageeuuly situated. The apparatus 
will be installed and maintained by the ecanpany but manned and operated by 
the Pelice Terertuent. The Cammunieation Oentr<1 Heom will have the min 
Pletting Apparatus and direct hy wireless the pursuit and interception of 
Veter Oar Kidmeppers. Wireless will be used. A fransaittsr will be install d 
on Motor Cars of those who subseribe to ‘thie systen of crime prevention. The 
Tramenitter starts eperating at the will cf the person upon whem an attenpted 
Kidaapping ie being made by means of a privately knows sontact and cannct ve 
shut, off. This eall is pieked pp by the Direction Finding Statiens mentiened 
above and the readings of theese Stations commmicated by direct line te the 
Control Roem-where, witha 4 similar inetrument, the exact location of tke Car 
_wAll be plotted, and follewed. In the meantime Police Wireless Vans vill have 
been divested te the reute taken and ether necessary details such as the 
persen’s name and deseriftien and the details of the Moter Car used.
